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The Old Oaken Bucket held-
a warm place In the hearts of all

of music as wall as levers of
pretty sentiment for close to 100
years It appeals to young and old
alike It is so clean refreshing and
full of thought It has a

wider expression than is con-
veyed in the one Incident it repre-
sents for not only the favorite
drinking place is conjured in the
mind but many other things are re
verted to in the glance backward to
former scenes and associations

A number of stories are related as
to the incident that suggested its
writing to Mr Samuel Woodworth
but the following is no doubt the
most authentic

At the time of Its composition In
1S17 Mr Woodworth and his family
were living in Duane street New
York City One warm day In Au
gust Mr Woodworth came into the
house and pouring out A glue of
water drained it eagerly As he
set It down he exclaimed That is
very refreshing but how much
more refreshing would it b to take
a good long draught from the old
oaken bucket I left hanging In my
fathers well at home

Samuel said his wife wouldnt
that be a pretty subject for a poem

Mr was a poet whoso
writings had attained a considerable
degree of popularity And like all
writers he accepted the suggestion
seized his pen and as the home of
his childhood rose vividly to his
fancy ho wrote the familiar words

Another story that Is related of
how the poem had its origin is the
following-

Mr Woodworth was a printer by
trade He was employed In an office
on the corner of Chostnut and
Chambers streets In New York
One day with a knot of brother
typos he dropped In at an establish-
ment kept by Mallory on Franklin
street for the purpose of
some brandy and water which

Mallory was famous for keeping
The liquor was excellent and Wood
worth seemed inspired by it for af-

ter taking a draught he set his
glass upon the table and smacking
his lips declared that Mallorys eau
de vie was superior to anything he
ever tasted

No said n comrade you are
quite mistaken there was one thing
which in both our estimations far
surpassed this in tho way of drink
ing What was that asked
Woodworth dubiously The draught
of pure fresh spring water that we
used to drink from the old oaken
bucket that hung in tho well after
our return from the labors of the
held on a sultry day In summer

The teardrop glistened for a mo-

ment in Woodworths eye True
true he replied and soon after
quitted the place He returned to
the office grasped the pen and in
half an hour The Old Oaken
Bucket one of the most delightful
compositions in our language was
ready in manuscript to be embalm-
ed in tho memories of succeeding
generations
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How forcibly is the song The Old
Oaken Bucket recalled to mind
when one is thirsty and is compelled
to wait a considerable time to have
that thirst satisfied and have found
water as Woodworth so forcibly ex-
pressed It
A source of an exquisite pleasure

The purest and sweetest that nature
can yield

The life story of Samuel Wood
poet and publisher-

is a telling illustration of the
fame that sometimes comes to men
through an utterly trivial perform
ance while they are denied remem
brance for the far more worthy
things they did or produced

Samuel Woodworth was born in
Massachusetts in 17S5 His father
was a farmer and very poor At
fourteen Samuel had picked up but
little reading writing and arithme-
tic when he began to make rhymes
which the village authorities the
minister and schoolmaster saw
and pronounced remarkable The
minister took him into his own fam-
ily and Instructed him in English
and Latin but versemaking kept
him from study and the love of
The minister tried to raise money
enough to carry him through col-
lege but the undertaking failed
4rd the spirit which inspired many
youths of his day to get an educa-
tion through their own efforts

possessed by young Woodworth-
He chose the calling of a printer

and during the war of 1S1215 con
ducted a weekly newspaper called
The War and a monthly magazine
called The Halcyon Luminary and
Theological Repository The latter
was devoted to the doctrines of
Swedenborg of whom Woodworth
was a follower Debt was all that
resulted to him through this enter-
prise He had no difficulty in ob-
taining employment in a printing
offlcfc and while working there he
was asked to write a history of the
war with England in the style of a
romance to be entitled The Cham
pions of Freedom So eager were
tho public for this story which no-
body now reeds that tho author was
often compelled to send twelve un
revised lines at a time to the press
The printing yes begun when but
two sheets were written

Tho name of Frederick Smith ap-
pears as composer of the air but
ho was merely the arranger as the
melody Is really adapted from Kiall
marks music written for Moores
Arabys Daughter
Some readers may remember that

Charles Follen Adams author of
some clever dialect poetry under the
pen name of Leedle Yawcob
Strauss wrote a parody on Tho
Old Oaken Bucket entitled The
LongHandled Dipper

Adams was but one of tho many
who have parodied Mr Woodworths
song Some one has said that no
poor poem Is over used for a parody
and if that Is true Tho Old Oakon
Bucket must be one of tho very
